“Don’t join the book-burners,” 
Eisenhower exhorted his audience, 
and it is no exaggeration to say 
that the phrase raised graduates, 
faculty members and hundreds of 
spectators sitting in the bright 
sunlight bolt upright in their} 
chairs. 

‘Don’t Be Afraid to Read.’ 

Here is part of what the Presi- 
dent said at Dartmouth’s 184th 
commencement yesterday: 

“. « « Don’t join the book-burn- 
ers. Don’t think you are going to 
conceal thoughts by . concealing 
evidence that they ever existed. 
Don’t be afraid to go to the li- 
brary and read every book so long 
as that document does not offend 
our own ideas of decency—that 
should be the only censorship.

—By a 4-to-3 vote, the Supreme 
Court today lifted a five-year 
prison sentence from Harry 


Bridges, holding the Government 
waited a year too long to indict 
the stormy West Coast labor 
leader on charges of lying when 
we denied Communist member- 
ship. i% 
The decision also set aside the 
action of a California United 
States district court in stripping 
United States citizenship from the 
Australian-born Bridges, leader 
of a. left-wing lengshoremen’s 
unien. 

In an order, also by a 4-to-3 
vote, the Supreme Court directed 
the district court in San Fran- 
isco to dismiss a cise involving 
ge of Bridges’s citizen- 
ship. 

The line-up of the court on the 
two votes was the same. 

The net effect of the decision 
and order is that Bridges is en- 
tirely clear of all the prosecutions 
er proceedings the Government 
had brought against him.

Asks for Prompt Action. 

“There is no time to go before 
the lower courts to obtan action 
in this: case,” Finerty told the 
Justices. “It is absolutely neces- 
sary, Your Honors, that we get 
our point across to you. Uuless 
this court acts and acts promptly 
on this petition the Rosenbergs 
will be dead before we can-get 
proper action cocpleted. You un- 
derstand we also must ask for 
clemency in this case.” ; 

Chief Justice Vinson  inter- 
rupted Finerty several times to 
advise him his time had expired. 
Finally he told him to file his 
petition, saying it would receive 
prompt attention.

But Con- 
ant deplored “publicity” attend- 
ing removal of such books -under 
pressure from McCarthy’s inves- 
tigating committee. 

The exchanges occurred at a 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
hearing where Conant appeared 
in support of a $39,966,700 budget 
for the High Commissioner’s | 


office. 
Two Names Listed. 

The name of Lowell M. Clu-' 
eas, a United “States public af- 
fairs worker in Munich, figured 
prominently in the exchange. Mc- 
Carthy said Clucas’s name was on 
a list of alleged subversives in 
Government he drew up _ three 
years ago. Conant said he under- 
stands that Clucas is doing a 
good job and he intends to keep 
him on the payroll.

Troops Stand By General. 

Top military men remained 
loyal to the general, however, and 
sent a plane to bring him from a 
small valley town 50 miles away 
where he was vacationing.

(In Mexico City, Carlos Lleras 
Restrepo, exiled member of: the 
three-man national directorate of 
the Liberal party, was quoted by 
the United Press as saying “we 
have not made any decision for 
or against Rojas Pinilla.”) 

Colombia has been torn by a 
struggle between Conservatives 


and Liberals since 1948, when the 
assassination of Liberal party 
leader Jorge Gaitan touched off 
the bloody Bogota riots while a 
Pan-American conference was 
being held here. 

The new president in a broad- 
cast said Colombia’s foreign pol- 
icy would remain unchanged. He 
sent greetings to Colombian 
troops fighting with United Na- 
tions forces in Korea. 

He appealed for “no more blood- 
shed, no further depredations, no 
more quarrels among the sons of 
Colombia” and said the elections 
would give the nation “genuinely 
democratic systems, the legislative 
rulers and judge, which the Co- 
lombian people wish to choose 
in complete liberty.”

John J. Walsh, deputy chief of 
uniformed police, said authorities 
have no clues in the disappear- 
ance of state Representative Clem 
Graver, who was seized by three 
men Thursday and. thrust into a 
waiting automobile. 


The abduction of the 53-year- 
old Republican legislator took 
place on a street near his home 
in full view of his wife and four 
other persons. 

Authorities said Graver, Re- 

publican ward committeeman and 
Fifteenth District Representative, 
recently had been voting contrary 
to the hoodlum-influenced West 
Side bloc in the Legislature. 
Earlier, they said, his voting par- 
alleled that of the peoc. 
. The Sun-Times says top under- 
world leaders ar pushing their 
own hunt for Graver, fearful they 
will be blamed for his disappear- 
ance. The newspaper says some 
former Capone hoodlums inter- 
rupted vacations to return to Chi- 
cago and give the order, “Find 
Graver.” 

Police Commissioner Timothy 
J..Q’Connor said yestetday he 
now feels Graver is alive. 

More than 100 policemen are 
continuing to search alleys and 
other places where a body might 
be dumped. If Graver is found 
dead, he will be the sixth victim 
of a political assassination here 
in five years.

| Press they believe that if racke- 
teers had been brazen enougn to 
harm Graver they would have 
killed him on the spot, rather than 
chance a kipnaping.

Heaviest Assault in Two Years 

The Communists in Korea are marking the ' 
first week’s anniversary of the signing of the 
P.O.W. exchange agreement with the heaviest 
assault on U.N. positions in the last two years. 
It is the gravest kind of warning that any truce 
will be- uneasy, and that U.N. arms will be re- 
quired in Korea for a long time. 

Most Western observers felt sure that once 
the agreement to exchange prisoners was signed 
the fighting would come to a halt in a matter of 
days.

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Political Pressure in Germany 

The announcement of Soviet plans for the de- 
communization of East Germany quick po- 
litical effects in West Germany, es lly since 
East German Prime Minister Grotewohl said that 
the Soviet moves were intended as a prelimin- 
ary to German reunification. 

Correspondents report “confusion and fear” in 
the West German government over foreign pol- 
icy, and they now predict sure defeat for Chan- 
cellor Adenauer’s electoral bill—a measure 
which, like the one adopted in yain in Italy, 
would enlarge his parliamentary majority. 


The rejoining of the two parts of the divided. . 


country has been the prime political objective in 
Germany all through the postwar years. No poli- 
ticlan of any party has had a chance to win any 
office unless he stood for reunification. 

In Bonn, the chief weapon of the opposition 
against Chancellor Adenauer’s government has 
been the charge that its policies were delaying 
the re-emergence of a united Germany. The op- 
position put reunification ahead of rearmament. 

Adenauer and his adherents vigorously denied 
the charge of stalling, but with events moving 
rapidly in East Germany, they and the Social- 
ists joined in an appeal to France, Britain and 
the United States to work for German reunifi- 
cation. Only Communist members of the Bun- 
destag voted against the appeal. 

West German politicians know that the Krem- 
lin could win a considerable political advantage 


in Germany by being the first to act for the — 


country’s reunification, especially if it did so 
on terms acceptable to West Germany. German 
anti-Communists do not want to appear lagging 
in this respect, especially with elections to be 
held soon. 

There may be more far-reaching considerations 
behind the latest Soviet gestures, and the West- 
etn powers. will have to do their best to plumb

‘Farm Mergers Stopped. 


Last week the U.S.S.R. took 
even more striking action in 
Eastern Germany. It made peace 
with the Protestant church on 
terms which appear to halt the 
persecution entirely and to re- 
store the rights, prerogatives and 
property of the church. 

Then the Politburo of the East 
German puppet government, on 
orders from Moscow, issued a 
series of decrees which stopped 
the sovietization of East German 
agriculture and industry. 

Decrees also grant a wide am- 
nesty to offenders against specific 
Soviet measures, and they invite 
the return of the Germans who 
are refugees in the West because 
of sovietizing the fafins. 

The significant thing about 
these actions in East Germany is 
that they dre addressed to the 
most serious practical problem, 
which has yet to be solved, if the 
two Germanies are to be united. 


For German Reunion. 


It would be almost impossible 
to make one country easily out 
of Western Germany with its lib- 
eral economy and an Eastern Ger- 
many which had a _ totalitarian 
Communist economy. That would 
have been the situation, had the 
policy adopted last July been car- 
ried out. The policy of sovietiza- 
tion has been begun but it is far 
from being completed. The 
U.S.S.R. has now suspended it. 

For if the U.S.S.R. has given 
up the policy of making a Com- 
munist state in East Germany, 
if it has removed the barrier to 
unification of the Protestant 
church, to the separation of the 
religious community of the 16,- 
000,000 East Germans with the 
25,000,000 West Germans, then— 
manifestly—the Soviet Union is 
moving toward German unity. It

Conferences Anticipated. 


On the Calvin Coolidge rule 
of believing only what you see, it 
is too early to reach conclusions 
about what is happening within 
the Soviet Union where these de- 
cisions are being made.

the Bermuda powers. She has 
made them to the Austrians, the 
Germans and the Turks. 


For Russia’s Credit Only. 


It is a reasonable guess, which 
I believe should be taken serious- 
ly into account at the State De- 
partment and the White House, 
that the strategy of the Soviet 
peace offensive may not confo 

to the premise, which is commdn 
to Churchill and Eisenhower, that 
the settlement of the great issues 
depends upon a four-power nego- 
tiation. 

It begins to look very much as 
if the Soviets were going to make 
their concessions—were going to 
cease to do, as Churchill put it, 
what they ought never to have 
done—not to enhance our pres- 
tige but their own. 

This would be a very shrewd 
though quite conventional di- 
plomacy, to redress the grievances 
of the nations we are protecting 
without allowing us any of the 
credit for getting the grievances 
redressed. 

Let us hope that we shall not 
be caught with plans and in a 
diplomatie posture which are by- 
passed by events.

The conference, which was 
scheduled originally to begin this 
week, was postponed after the 
French government fell May 21. 
Churchill and Eisenhower have 
now waited 25 days for the French 
National Assembly to agree on a 
new premier. 
The Bermuda conference has 
been tentatively reset for June 
29, and it is understood Churchill 
will object to a second postpone- 
ment if that should be proposed. 
If France fails to produce a 
new premier by the end of this 
week Churchill is likely to sug- 
gest that he and Eisenhower pro- 
ceed with the meeting, leaving it 
to the French to decide how and 
in: what capacity they would par- 
ticipate. 
‘In the absence of a new premier

RHEE WARNS PRESS 
ABOUT STORIES NOT 
FAVORABLE TO ROK 


SEOUL, June 15 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee warned to- 
day that he would not tolerate 
news correspondents who spread 
accounts unfavorable to the Re- 
public of Korea. 

Rhee said in a statement: 
“There are some correspond- 
ents both local and foreign, who 
are spreading accounts unfavor- 
able to the Republic of Korea. 
Now that our country is facing 
a national crisis, we warn that 
we will not tolerate the activities 
of these correspondgnts should 
they continue to evoke interna- 
tional hostility and thereby pre- 
cipitate our national crisis.” 
Rhee did not name any corre- 
spondents, but he said he had 
read news reports that American 
soldiers “caused inj@ries to our 
high school girls (during anti- 
truce demonstrations last week) 
with razor blades and committed 
other inhuman acts and I am 
extremely shocked.” 

However, he continued: 

“No matter what they say 
about them, there are absolutely 
no Americans who attempt to 
commit such diabolic acts.”

Today, despite ‘the fact that fresh 
produce is available»throughout the year 
and that excellent; ‘commercially. canned and 
frozen fruits and vegétables fill the grocer’s 

shelves, women still

of summer’s offer- 
ings. There is a 
» basic satisfaction in 
providing for one’s 
family through 
oné’s own efforts; 
and in making pre- 
“serves or pickles by 

recipés which have 
been handed down.for generations. 

This pride in preserying is universal. The 
homemaker living in a tiny apartment is as 
pleased with the few jars to which she is 
restricted by storage space as is her country 
eousin who fills a large freezer or fruit 
cellar. And the praise of family and friends 
ia an rewarding. as the blue ribbon at the 
courty fair. 

Methods change with the times, and today 
many fruits and vegetables are destined for 
freezer rather than preserving kettle. The 
recipes given below, for both freezing and 
canning, are taken from the latest material 
issued by the United States Department of 
Agriculture and the University of Missouri

other narcotics. This antidote, called N-allyl-nor-morphine 
er Nalline, has important and curious uses. 

An overdose of morphine kills by depressing breathing 
until it stops. This comes about by morphine’s action on the 
lower brain, where the breathing center is.

OVERDOSES OF MORPHINE and similar narcotics occur 
in surgery, to babies just before birth as a result of preparing 
the expectant mother for an anesthetic during delivery, and 
accidentally. 

Sometimes people are poisoned by normal doses 
morphine. Such can happen in an emergency room when a 


injured drunk is brought in. An ordinary dose of morphine)\

N the third of Jyne, 1950, the 

first light of dawn found us 

still clinging to the tent poles 
at Camp V. 


‘Gradually the wind abated, and 


with daylight, died away alto- 
gether. My mental powers were 
numbed: thinking was an effort, 
and Louis Lachenal and I did not 
exchange a single word. 

What a repellent place it was. 
To everyone who reached it, Camp 
V became one of the worst mem- 
ories of their lives. We had only 
one thought—to get away. We 
should have waited for the first 
rays of the sun, but at half-past 
five we felt we couldn’t stick it 
any longer. 

“Let’s go,” I muttered.
